ating table, and Dr. Irwln and Steward 
Borchert administered antidotes and 
applied the stomach pump. The drug1 


took such a deadly effect on the pa- 
tient as he had had no breakfast and 
the poison had no opposition on th2 
delieale tissues of the stomach. Ben- 
nett is a piano tujy^aga^tjag. a. cousin 
named Brewer residing at 1Y55 Clement 
street, San Francisco.

Committee Will Pay l/f's/f to the Two State 


Homes in This County—Keeping 


Food Pure.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 1.—The direct 


primary bill will not go through the 
senate •without 
amendment.

\vas nobody 'to impede its passage In 
the assembly, but, when it Teached the

In the case of manufac- 
tured food products, as also, drugs and 
remedial medicines, the committee has 
insisted that every package, of either 
food or medicine, shall show by means 
of a printed label the ingredients of 
which tViC article is compounded. 
BUSINESS MEN AS LOBBYISTS. 


The sessions of this committee have . 
been attended by food providers and I 
drug men from all parts of the State. | 
Many of these objected entirely to the 
requirement that their labels tell what 
their food or drugs contained, 
and 
they further objected, in a most dem- 
onstrative manner, when they learned 
that the law would go Into effect on 
the first of May of this year. 


TIME EXTENDED. 


Both the grocers and druggists as- 
serted that such a plan would cause 
them a great deal of loss, because 
they had provided themselves 
with 
material for the conduct of their busi- 
ness for a number of years and all 
that material would, under the. pro-

Mc-Cax-tney of Los Angeles in the Sen-

tion of personal privilege and on the 
floor of the Senate reply to some of the 
criticism he had been subjected to in 
the press for introducing this bill. 


Senator Belshaw arose and vigorous- 


ly opposed the withdrawal of the bill. 


OPINION OF PRESS.

'buffaloed' me," said Senator Belshaw. 
"The interests of the public should be 
safeguarded, but I think that the in- 
terests of capital and 
corporations 


should be safeguarded, too.

"Is it fair, I ask, that corporations 


and companies who have spent large 
sums of money on their plants, should 
have their properties confiscated? 


"I just 'want to get some 'bile off 


my stomach about this matter. I am 
opposed to the w ithdrawal of this -bill." 
Senator McCartney, however, said he 


understood it would be Inadvisable to 
have it pass at this time and was 
anally permitted io withdraw the Sill.

This city has lost in Mr. Dingee precisely the type of man 
she needs—at this time more than ever—a man of large 
ideas, 


libera! spirit, and restless enterprise. 
Such men as he create suc- 


cess, build cities, develop latent resources and 
arouse 
dormant 


energies. They balk at no obstacles because their spirits rise in the 
face of difficulty, and they surmount stress and opposition, by bold- 
ness, fertility of resource and untiring energy. A city holding men 
like William J. Dingee cannot fail to improve and go forward. 


But for an unfortunate antagonism aroused by a misconception 


(fostered by a political agitation) of Mr. Dingee's attitude toward 
the water consumers of Oakland and a total failure to comprehend 
the financial conditions he was compelled to face, together with a 
grosb and unfair misrepresentation of his motives, \ve would still 
have him with us, leading and

WILL SHE GET IN? 
Exchanging Tickets for Advertising. 


'It is^the popular impression that the r»te law passed at the last 


session of Congress forbids the railroads to pay for advertising 
with transportation, i. e., to swap passenjej tickets for an equa. 
amount of advertising. Contract* of this iharacter have been th4 


fjrule all over the United States and have be>:n found to be to thi 


(mutual advantage of railroads and publisher?. 


It is the general belief that such contracts have been made un- 


lawful by the new act of Congress. Such is noi the fact. The rate law 
requires railroad companies to set a fixed price on transportation 
and adhere to it impartially, but the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has construed the law' to mean that ticket* can only bi 
sold for cash, hence it has made a rule that <aontracts providing fo 
an exchange of advertising for transportation are a violation of thi 
statute. Thus the issue has been raised not by an act of Congresi 
but by a rule of the Interstate Commerce Commission, a proceeding 
that has aptly been termed bureau legislation. 


We doubt if even Congress has the powei to forbid an exchang 


of service for service. It is still more to be doubted if an executiv 
order based upon a mere implication of the law has any legal forci 
and effect whatever. .Nobody would question the right of a tailor tr 
contract with a shoemaker to make a pair o: pants in return for 
pair of shoes, and no quibble would be raised if a theater wer 


t to agree to give a newspaper so man}- tickets, in return for a state' 


amount of advertising. 


The right to exchange one commodity for another is the basi. 


of all barter. It is the fundamental principle of commerce, and in- 
volves the inherent right of a man to sell h s service or his ware1 


for any price that he may choose to fix ard to take in paymen 
whateyer he may deem acceptable. 
Possibly the railroads ma; 


consider it the better policj to submit to the rule rather than test it. 
legality in the courts, but submission to it, under the circum- 
stances, is not an admission of its justice anc legality. 


And it is a false and hypocritical pretense to place transporta- 


!'jtion given in payment of advertising in the same'category with th< 


free passes given to legislators and politicians., Trie attempt t< 
do so has behind it no creditable motive. However, that is a sma 
matter compared to the denial of a right that in all other respects i' 
unquestioned. 


Press Criticisms on Dr. Dille. 


Rev. Dr. Dille would not be edified by reading the comments 


of the press on what he had to say in the pulpit recently in regard 
to the alleged practices of a certain milliner whom he did not name. 
Some of the strictures are unduly severe in our opinion and fail 


the adjacent cities an abundance of pure, wholesome water.

spared no pains and enterprise to cleanse the water sheds of the 
different reservoirs and to furnish the public with clear, healthful 
water. The public has only to compare the quality of water sup- 
plied today with the quality of the water and the character of the 
service rendered fifteen years ago to appreciate the efforts of Mr. 
Dingee as a water purveyor. A visit to Lake Chabol and Lake 
Temcscal during .the late summer \\ill exemplify what Mr. Dingee 
has accomplished in this direction. Tho«e reservoirs are as limpid 
ind clean as mountain lakes, their watersheds free from contamina- 
tion, while the distributing svstem has been improved and made 
to conform to the most exacting sanitary requirements. Yet save fora 
brief period the Contra Costa Water Company has not paid divi- 
dends for more than ton } Cc.f-. Tins fact is of pregnant force and 
significance in forming a just and dispassionate estimate of Mr. 
Dingee's motives and designs as a water purveyor.

That is the very thing the Code Commis 
sion was appointed for and the people * 
money squandered on a worse than use 
less object—to doctor the laws for thi 
favored few against the Interests of the 
many, the people. 
The original Code 


Commission was created at the behest of 
the small class wanting to secure undue 
and illegal advantage by subterfuge and 
in a eurruptitious manner that which 
they could not secure by fair legislation 
in the open. 


At the session of the Legislature of 19ft" 


the term of the code commissioners wae 
extended until May 1, 1907, and an appro- 
priation made of $7200 for salary; for t 
stenographer SUM; tor postage, telegrams 
room rent, etc..

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 1.—To prevent young girls from going to 


skating rinks, the Board of Education will hold all-day sessions instead 
of half-day sessions of the public schools. This action grows from a con- 


tlon that attendance at rinks is detrimental to the moral'welfare of the 


The attention of the Board of E ducation was called to the moral dan- 


ger of the skating rinks by the fact that Judge Murasky of the Juvenile 
Court has attributed the ruin of two young school girls, fifteen years old, 
to attendance at the skating rinks. 
At the request of President Lawrence 


3". Walsh, Dr. Scott of the Girls' High school made an investigation into 
:he matter, and the result of his rep ort, supplemented by the report of 
some of the best physicians in the city, is that roller skating is dangerous 
:o the moral welfare of young girls and boys._ 


ALL-DAY SESSIONS SOON. 


Dr. A. W. Scott, principal of the Girls' High school, also approves the 


esolution taken up by the Board of Education to adopt the double ses- 
sion system and believes that It will be the means of abating the perils of 
the young girls of the city who are tempted at the skating rinks. 
He 


said:"I think the skating rinks are not the proper places for young girls 
to attend without their parents or other chaperon. 
The action 
of 
the 


School Board and the Board of Supervisors in the prevention of Indis- 
criminate attendance of young girls Is well taken." 


BOARD TO ACT. 


At the meeting yesterday the Board of Education decided to proceed 


with the construction of more school buildings without 
further 
delay, 


whether the money for the construction of such buildings is forthcoming 
or not. 
Prank Morton, principal of the Lowell High School, said: 
"I certainly do condemn the practice of young girls attending the skat- 


.ng rinks w ithout the proper attendance of some older person. On school 
afternoons I would not approve of it whether or not with or without such 
attendance. 
Under the present system of our schools we have been able to 


hold only half-day sessions. This has given the pupils a freedom which 
they would not have if double sessions were being held at the school. 
I 


consider that my pupils after the forenoon sessions should spend the af- 
ternoon—or a greater part of it at least—at their studies 
when they 


reach, home. To waste the entire afternoon at skating rinks, especially If 
those places have come under the ban of the better classes of society be- 
cause of circumstances that have shown them to be conducive of immor- 
ality, I think is entirely wrong and should be be prevented." 
Judge Murasky of the Superior Court, in his capacity 
of 
Juvenile 


Judge, claims to have personal knowledge of cases where girls as young 
as sixteen years of age had been enticed from the skating rinks by un- 
scrupulous boys and men and taken to lodging and rooming houses in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, where their ruin was accomplished under 
the 


most revolting circumstances. 


JCDGE MTJKASKY'S VIEWS. 


"I wholly disapprove of young girls being allowed to go to 
such 


places," said Judge Murasky. 
"Under no circumstances should they be 


allowed to frequent the skating rinks unattended by older persons, and if 
t interferes with their schooling, they should not be there at all. 
Skating 


is no more to be condemned than any other form of amusement 
in 
a 


public place that Is decent and maintained m strict regard to the safety 
of the morals of young men and women 
I believe the Board of Supervis- 


ors now has under consideration an ordinance prohibiting girls under six- 
teen years of age attending the rinks, which I think is a very good one."

"The placing of the tracks' in the 
street will mean that we will have to 
go out 'of business, as our hauling will 
be impeded by the two freight lines 
running in front of our factory. 
The

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—By unani- 


mous vote the House committee on in- 
terstate commerce and foreign com- 
merce today decided to make a favor- 
able report for an investigation of the 
cotton exchanges of the country.

report is an amended form of the Liv- 
ingston and Burleson resolutions and 
extends the Investigation to all cotton 
exchanges dealing in futures. , 
Representative 
1/overln.g, who 'will 
report the bill for the committee, said 
today that the New York and New Or- 
leans exchanges are the two principal 
ones dealings in futures, but that the 
Memphis and St. 1/ou'Is exchanges also 
have same dealings of that sort. 


The resolution as it will be reported 


follows:

Commerce and Labor, through the bu- 
reau of corporations, be and is hereby 
requested to investigate the causes of 
the fluctuations in the price of cotton 
and the difference between the market 
price of the, various classes of cotton; 
and* said investigation shall be con-

•whether or not said fluctuations in 
prices have (resulted in whole or in part 
from the character of contract and de- 
liveries thereon made upon the cotton 
exchanges dealing in futures, or are 
the result of any combinations or con- 
spiracies which interfere 
or hinder

and Territories or within foreign coun- 
tries.."

The essential condition in. car ven- 


tilation is that the heaters should be 
placed in the roof of the car, and the 
fresh air introduced through them 
sufficiently warmed not to be felt'as 
a draft. To determine the air move- 
ment and to insure its proper distri- 
bution throughout the top of the car, 
the fresh air from without, should 
be forced by means of a -fan through 
heating coils into a cavity between the 
roof of the car and a false ceiling, so 
constructed as to permit the -air to 
freely pass through it.

will permit the warm fresh air to'1 flow 
easily downward 
upon the covered 


heads of the occupants, thus prevent- 
ing all noticeable drafts.
